The Global Graduate initiative was developed to help HISD students be successful in college 
and in the global workforce upon graduation. The program emphasizes six characteristics in its 
Global Graduate Profile: A Leader, Adaptable and Productive, A College-Ready Learner, A 
Critical Thinker, A Skilled Communicator, and A Responsible Decision Maker. 


Board Goal #2 states that the percentage of graduates meeting the Global Graduate standards 
as measured by the College and Career Readiness component of the Texas accountability 
system will increase three percentage points annually from the 2017 baseline of 52 percent to 
67 percent by 2022. To see how well the district is doing in preparing students to be Global 
Graduates, a survey was administered through the HUB to all HISD high school students during 
the Spring 2019 semester (April 8 — May 3, 2019). The same survey was administered through 
Survey Monkey® in Spring 2018 (April 2-20, 2018). This report analyzes survey responses 
collected from the 2019 administration and changes from the Spring 2018 administration. 


Key findings include: 

e There was a total of 16,018 responses on at least one survey item during the 2019 survey 
administration, which represents roughly 30.5 percent of HISD high school students. In the 
Spring 2018 administration, there were 19,696 responses to at least one survey item 
(approximately 38.2 percent of HISD high school students). 

e Similar to the Spring 2018 survey results, most students answered “Strongly Agree” or 
“Agree” on almost all survey items. 

e The three items with the highest average scores on a scale of 1 to 5 in 2019 were: 

o Myschool offers a number of college-level courses that | can take, such as AP, IB, 
and/or dual credit (3.93). 

o | have regular opportunities to study and work with other students (3.78). 

o | receive information at school about college readiness exams, such as the PSAT and 
SAT (3.77). 

e The three items with the lowest average scores were: 

o | get the chance to serve my community through my school work (3.16). 

o | get to learn more about the people around me through school-sponsored community 
service and/or community action activities (3.26). 

o | get to meet professionals from careers I’m interested in at events with career-oriented 
speakers, college tours, and/or work-based learning (3.26). 

e The changes in average scores from the Spring 2018 and 2019 survey results ranged 
between -0.03 and 0.07, which indicates the distribution of responses did not change much. 

e The item with the largest increase in average score was: 

o | get to apply what | learn in useful projects and activities (3.63 to 3.70). 


Administrative Response 


Secondary Curriculum 

The information obtained from this student survey confirms the work that our district has done to 
provide students with opportunities to develop as Global Graduates. In particular, it was 
encouraging to see that students rated an increase in opportunities to apply their learning to 
projects and activities. The lowest-scored areas will drive goal setting for the 2019-2020 school 
year. Students scored the following areas the lowest: serving the community through school 
work, community service or action activity opportunities, and connections with career 
professionals. Through embedded activities in the district curriculum, learning in a one-to-one 
laptop environment, and increased opportunities for students to create relevant work products 
and engage in STEM activities, the Secondary Curriculum and Development team will continue 
to encourage soft skill development as an integral part of tier one instruction in all core areas. 
The department will also continue to work with high school Campus Instructional Technologists 
and department chairs to develop and expand access to real-world learning experiences 
throughout the school year and culminating with Together with Tech project exhibitions in the 


spring.

e The three items with the highest average scores on a scale of 1 to 5 were: 
o My school offers a number of college-level courses that | can take, such as AP, IB, and/or dual 
credit (3.93). 
o | have regular opportunities to study and work with other students (3.78). 
oI receive information at school about college readiness exams, such as the PSAT and SAT (3.77). 


e The three items with the lowest average scores were: 
0 | get the chance to serve my community through my school work (3.16). 
o | get to learn more about the people around me through school-sponsored community service 
and/or community action activities (3.26). 
o | get to meet professionals from careers I’m interested in at events with career-oriented speakers, 
college tours, and/or work-based learning (3.26). 


e The changes in average scores from the Spring 2018 and 2019 survey results ranged between 
-0.03 and 0.07, which indicates the distribution of responses did not change much. 
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e The item with the largest increase in average score was: 
0 | get to apply what | learn in useful projects and activities (3.63 to 3.70). 


e Westbury HS had the highest number of survey respondents (1,689), followed by Waltrip HS with 1,414 


respondents, Houston MSTC HS with 1,366 respondents, and Heights HS with 1,273 respondents. 
Four schools had fewer than five respondents, all of which are Charter or Alternative schools.

Methods 


This report analyzes survey responses collected from the 2019 administration of the survey and changes 
from the Spring 2018 administration. Academic Services Memos were sent to high school principals to ask 
high school students to complete the survey in their Homeroom or Advisory classes. Reminders were also 
sent from the Curriculum department and the School Offices and given at meetings attended by Area 
Superintendents, School Support Officers, and Lead Principals. 


Limitations 

Campuses had discretion with how they publicized the survey to students. As a result, some campuses had 
high participation rates while others had very low participation rates. Overall survey results may be skewed 
by those campuses with high participation rates. 


Results 


Participation 

There was a total of 16,018 responses on at least one survey item during the 2019 survey administration, 
which represents roughly 30.5 percent of HISD high school students. In the Spring 2018 survey 
administration, there were 19,696 responses to at least one survey item (approximately 38.2 percent of 
HISD high school students) 


Of the 2019 survey respondents, the largest percentage was in the 9" grade (29.9 percent), followed by 
10" grade, 11" grade, and 12'" grade at 20.8 percent (Figure 1, p. 4).

e Westbury HS had the highest number of survey respondents (1,689), followed by Waltrip HS with 


1,414 respondents, Houston MSTC HS with 1,366 respondents, and Heights HS with 1,273 
respondents.

Overall survey results may be skewed by the campuses with more survey respondents. Appendix A (pp. 
10-309) shows the survey results by campus. 


Conclusion 


Most respondents answered “Strongly Agree” or “Agree” to almost all survey items, which indicates the 
district is implementing the Global Graduate initiative effectively. Attention should be given to the items with 
the lowest average score to see how the program can be improved. Results by campus, which are found 
in Appendix A, can also be compared to see if some campuses seem to be implementing the program 
better than others.
